Fire Department: This account 
‘shows ‘an increase of $8,771 over 
1980 as it is proposed to purchase 
a used tank truck with a greater 
water carrying capacity than is 
presently available. The Fire De- 
partment, Selectmen, and Budget 
Committee view this purchase as 
a priority as the current #2 Tank 
Truck is in extremely poor condi- 
tion and the tank.on the #1 Tank 
Truck is beginning to have leaking 
problems.

County Family Planning. both re- 
flect decreases in .1980. Oxford 
iounty . Community Services’ re- 
quest is $935, down from $954.60 
in 1980 and Tri. County Family 
Planning’s request is $200, down 
from $240 in 1980. 

The request from Western Older 
Citizens Council for 1981 is $2,800. 
The Budget Committee is recom- 
mending $2,100 or an increase of 
$120 over the 1980 appropriation. 

Western Maine ‘Transportation’ 
request is $710, a $5 increase over 
the $705 that was appropriated in 
1980. 

Article 12 — Public Works: The 
public works request is $349 more 
than the 1980 appropriation.

is becoming increasingly costly to 
repair.

Article 21 — Unclassified: The 
$2,793 proposed increase in this 
category is due to increases in the / 
cost of Workman’s Compensation, 
Social Security, Retirement, and 
Hospital Insurance.

Article 22—Municipal Buildings:
